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NAVY PERSONNEL BILL. 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs completed 
the consideration of the Navy Personnel bill late Thurs- 
day evening, and ordered it to be favorably reported to 
the House on Friday morning. The Dill in its general 
features is practically unchanged from the form in 
which it was framed by the joint sub-committee. The 
organization of the line and of the several corps is 
exactly as fixed by the sub-committee. The staff is 
given positive rank as in the original bill, and the 
equalization of the pay of the officers of the line and 
the staff is provided for, with the change from the or- 
iginal bill, however, of making the equalized pay a pro- 
vision applying only to such officers as shall enter the 
service after the law goes into effect. All officers 
now in the service shall receive the rates of pay pro- 
vided in the existing law. The object of this change 
was, to some extent, to weaken the opposition that the 
bill was expected to encounter in certain quarters, OW- 
ing to the fact that the proposed equalization, if it 
should go into effect at once, would reduce the pay of 
many of the officers in the various staff corps. An 
amendment was adopted on Thursday providing that 
the three senior officers of the Marine Corps having 
the rank of Major—the Adjutant and Inspector, the 
Paymaster and the Quartermaster—should receive the 
rank of Lieutenant-Colonel after 30 years’ service. 
One of the last things the committee did before or- 
dering the bill to be 1eported was to reconsider their 
action by which the provision in regard to the Board 
of Admirals to select officers to be transferred to the 
retired list had been modified. The modification that 
had been adopted provided that officers should have 
an opportunity to appear before the board in person 
when their records were under consideration, and that 
the findings of the board should be reviewed by the 
Secretary of the Navy. It was found by the com- 
mittee that there was great opposition to this pro- 
posed change on the ground that it would afford.~an 
opportunity for political influence to be brought into 
play in the interests of officers selected to be trans- 
ferred to the retired list, and it was thought best to 
return to the original plan of having the proceedings 
of the board secret, and making its conclusions final. 

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs, which has 
been waiting for the House Committee to perfect the 
bill before taking it up, will probably begin its con- 
sideration next week, and in the mean time the House 
Committee will ask the Committee on Rules to as- 
sign an early day for the consideration of the measure 
in the hope of getting it through as soon as possible. 
The prospect for the passage of this bill is better 
than for’ any other measure of interest to either ser- 
vice, though it will encounter considerable opposi- 
tion in both houses from the friends of officers who 
are not altogether satisfied with its provisions, and it 
may be defeated. 

The New York “Mail and Express” of Jan. 5 says: 
“Mayor Strong and his advisers may be interested to 
know that the man best qualified of all Americans to 
give points as to the organization and administration 
of a non-partisan police force is in town just now in 
the person of Col. Edmund Rice, of the United States 
Army. Colonel Rice has a military record excelled by 
no soldier in the Army. The story of his valor is 
told at every mess table and campfire, and his medals 
attest the country’s appreciation of that valor so far as 
our laws allow. But Colonel Rice will no doubt be 
better remembered by his fellow-citizens generally as 
the @ommandant of the Columbian Guard, by which for 
three years the World’s Fair was so admirably policed. 
This force was made up from men who came green 
from the fields, the shops and the streets. In making 
his appointments, Colonel Rice had to resist the 
prayers, the bulldozing, the cajoling and the threats 
alike of politicians and of business men, and in par- 
ticular to disregard the efforts of Congressmen to get 
him ‘to take care of their dead ducks. Out of 15,000 
applicants he selected 3,000 on their merits alone, and 
the result was a splendid illustration of the survival of 
the fittest. Laughed at in the beginning, the Colum- 
bian Guard became one of the chief exhibits in the 
great show, and an honorable dismissal from the corps 
is to-day a passport to confidence and a warrant for 
profitable employment anywhere. I suggest, therefore, 
‘ that Mayor Strong talk police reorganization over with 
Colonel Rice; indeed, it would not be a bad idea to 
obtain his services, by permission of the President, in 
superintending the great work in hand. This could be 
done without antagonizing Superintendent Byrnes, 
of whom Mayor Strong seems to have a high opinion. 
Iam sure Byrnes and Rice would get along very well 
together.” 

The N. Y. “Evening Post,’ of Jan. 10, describing the 
work done by Colonel Rice in organizing the Colum- 
bian Guard at Chicago, last year, says: ‘Colonel Rice 


was nominated for the World’s Fair work by Major- 
General Miles, for the following reasons: (1) He was 
‘the best organizer and disciplinarian in the Army, he 


= 


commanded the best drilled regiment in the Army of 
the Potomac during the war and some of the best 
drilled and. disciplined troops in the Army since the 
war’; (2) he was a man of wide experience and train- 
ing, having served on the staff of General Skobeleff in 
the Russo-Turkish War and travelled and studied gov- 
ernments and organizations generally in Europe; (38) 
he was a man of inventive faculty and of resources, 
whose undertaking would be no experiment, but a 
certain success.” 


Secretary Herbert has under consideration a plan for 
the further reorganization of the Navy Department, 
which, if adopted, will greatly overshadow all he has 
heretofore done in this direction. The plan the Secre- 
tary now has in view is one which has been arrived at 
by its originators only after the most careful thought, 
and, if put in operation, will give, they believe, the re- 
sults’: Mr. Herbert desires—complete harmony among 
the bureau chiefs; no conflict of authority, harmoni- 
ous and prompt co-operation on all questions and no du- 
plication of work. The issuance of G. O. No. 433 was, 
the Secretary believes, a step in the right direction. 
To his mind, however, it does not go far enough. He 
thinks that if all matters pertaining to ship construe- 
tion, including its machinery, armor and armament, 
were under one head the business of the Department 
would be conducted on lines which would leave noth- 
ing to be desired. The plan the Secretary now has in 
view is understood to contemplate giving additional 
authority to the Chief of the Bureau of Construction 
and Repair. It is understood that under it that officer 
is charged with responsibility for the construction of 
auxiliary machinery, electrical apparatus for turrets 
and the designs of turrets. There are other reforms 
suggested in the plan, which its originators believe 
will be of immense advantage to the Navy Depart- 
ment in the transaction of its business. The effects of 
G. O. No. 433, have been excellent, and Secretary Her- 
bert has been given a great deal of credit for its 
issuance. It is, in fact, because of the results obtained 
from the order that the Secretary is considering the 
idea of going further and unifying the work of the 
several bureaus of the Department. 


Brig.-Gen. Otis, commanding the Department of the 
Columbia, is still in Washington going over with Secre- 
tary Lamont the revision of the Army Regulations. This 
work is now well under way, and General Otis hopes 
to be able to leave for his Department within a few 
days. He came to New York the latter part of last 
week and remained a few days, returning to Washing- 
ton on Monday. Several important questions in rela- 
tion to his Department have been settled during the 
conferences he has had with Secretary Lamont, and 
the only matter now keeping him. in Washington is his 
work in relation to the Drill Regulations. The for- 
mal instructions to Brigadier-General Ruger, com- 
manding the Department of the Missouri, to revise the 
Drill Regulations were issued on Monday last by Sec- 
retary Lamont just before that officer’s departure for 
Chicago. General Ruger had a long talk with Sec- 
retary Lamont and General Schofield before his de- 
parture, and the probabilities are that he will detail 
several officers to assist him in the work he has under- 
taken. The experimental manoeuvres, which may be 
necessary, will be performed either at Fort Sheridan 
or at Fort Leavenworth, both of which are within 
the boundaries of Brigadier-General Ruger’s command. 
General Ruger was very much pleased with his Wash- 
ington visit, especially with the New Year's reception 
at the White House. He succeeded in disposing of a 
number of questions while at the War Department, 
and had several conferences with the Secretary in re- 
lation to the disposition of others which are before 
him. 


The formal orders for the proposed squadron evolu- 
tions of the North Atlantic Squadron in West Indian 
waters were issued on Saturday last by Secretary 
Herbert. He directed Rear-Admiral Meade to. as- 
semble the six vessels under his command—the New 
York, Columbia, Cincinnati, Raleigh, Montgomery and 
Atlanta—at Kingston and perform tactical fleet evolu- 
tions. The Columbia is now having her bottom 
scraped and painted at Norfolk and ought to be ready 
to join the remainder of the squadron in Southern 
waters about the 1st of the month. The Raleigh has 
been ordered to Newport for torpedoes, and after ob- 
taining a supply of this war material, will start for 
the West Indies. The Cincinnati is having cellulose 
packed about her sides and will probably be ready 
for sea by the latter part of next week. Among the 
exercises which it is the intention of Rear-Admiral 
Meade to have is torpedo exercise. But a small per- 
centage of tfhe officers in the Navy have ever seen a 
torpedo fired from a ship, and Rear-Admiral Meade in- 
tends to correct this condition. 


It may not be generally known, but the Navy De- 
partment has kept the cruiser Philadelphia at San 


Francisco for the sole purpose of sending her to Ha- 
waii in case Minister Willis should report a condition 
of things requiring her presence there. It has beep 
considered by the Administration just as safe for 
American interests in Hawaii, it is understood, to re. 
tain the Philadelphia at San Francisco as it would 
have been to keep her at Honolulu, and if the res. 
olution: now pending in the Senate asking why the 
Government has not kept a man-of-war in Hawaiian 
waters is adopted, this will be the explanation made, 
The Administration officials have believed that this 
vessel could make a quick passage to Honolulu and in 
the interim no danger would result to American inter- 
The action of the Government in keeping a ship 
away from Hawaii is regarded as somewhat strange, 
especially as it has been the policy of the United 
States for a number of years past to have a man-of-war 
stationed in those waters.

The Navy Department is again after Rear-Admiral 
Meade. The instance which has aroused its activity 
in this connection is the movement of the Atlanta from 
Key West to Bluetields on Thursday last. ~ Orders 
were issued on the 21st ult. to Rear-Admiral Meade 
to send the Atlanta immediately upon her arrival in 
Southern waters to the Central American coast, first 
stopping at Hondurian ports. ‘Trouble had broken out 
in British Honduras, and it was desired by the Ad- 
ministration to have a vessel there to see that Ameri- 
can interests were not endangered by the landing of 
British marines, which occurred a few weeks ago. It 
was somewhat surprising therefore, in view of these 
orders, that the first movement of the Atlanta should 
be reported as from Key West to Bluefields, instead 
of from Key West to one of the Hondurian ports. 
The greatest surprise was felt at the Department, and 
Rear-Admiral Meade was called upon to explain. His 
explanation is awaited with some interest by the De- 
partment officials. 


The distribution of the Krag-Jorgensen rifle to the 
Army is progressing finely, and there is no doubt now 
in the minds of Ordnance officials that all the infantry 
regiments will have received the new arm by the 
Ist of May. The last of these pieces to be issued 
was on Jan. 3, when they were sent to the 14th, 18th 
and 19th Regiments. There are 10 regiments yet to 
be supplied. The Ordnance Department of the Army 
has approvel the sample of carbine submitted, and the 
work of assembling this arm is now in progress at the 
Springfield Armory, and by the 1st of May it is ex- 
pected that a sufficient number will be on hand to be- 
gin the issue. There is no departure in this arm from 
that supplied: to the infantry, nor is there any de- 
crease in the size of the bore or of the magazine. The 
Ordnance Department has received reports on the 
several styles of intrenching tools, which have just 
been tested. The reports are voluminous and are now 
being considered by the Ordnance officials. The tools 
tested comprised those of the Zalinski, Babcock and 
other types. 


. Major-General Schofield has recommended to Con- 
gress the acceptance of the site offered by the city of 
Spokane, Wash., for a military post. His recommen- 
dation is now in the hands of the War Department 
and will be sent to Congress within a few days. The 
Journal has already described this magnificent site. 
It is well located, and the fort, which will be built upon 
it will take the place of Fort Sherman, which will be 
abandoned. ‘There are several posts now garrisoned, 
which Major-General Schofield is desirous of breaking 
up, because of their bad condition, and it is his inten- 
tion te do all in his power to bring this about. As 
soon as the fortifications on Puget Sound are com- 
pleted, Fort Canby will be torn down and the troops 
will be garrisoned in the forts which will be scattered 
along the Sound. It will be several years, however, 
before the fortifications will be finished, and in the 
mean time the men will continue to live at Fort Canby. 


London “Engineering,” apropos of some very com- 
plete designs of the torpedo cruiser for our Navy, pays 
our Bureau of Steam Engineering a very handsome 
compliment, particularly Engineer-in-Chief Melville, 
the designer. It says: “It is not our custom to il- 
lustrate proposed designs in the full manner we now 
treat those in question, but plans emanating from the 
United States Bureau of Steam Engineering deserve 
more than usual attention. The designs were got out 
under the supervision of Mr. Melville, the Chief En- 
gineer of the United States Navy (who commanded 
the services of an exceptionally able staff selected 
from the best and brightest engineers in the United 
States’ service), especially for the great reconstruction 
of the American Navy, one of the most remarkable 
features in the peaceful records of modern navies,” 


The House Committee on Naval Affairs has not done 
anything during the week but consider the Personnel 
bill and the Appropriation bills The Appropriatiog 
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pill is progressing rapidly and will be reported to the 
House before the end of next week. It will not con- 
tain any new legislation of importance,but its provision 
for the increase of the Navy will be liberal. It will 
provide for at least two, and possibly three, battle- 





ships, and for at least eight torpedo boats, and pos-. 


sibly for more. It is not probable that any provis- 
jon for an increase in the enlisted strength of the Navy 
will be put in the bill, as it would be subject to a point 
of order as being new legislation increasing expendi- 
tures. The committee will endeavor to get through a 
special bill, however, providing for the increase of 
2,000 men usked for by the Secretary of the Nevy. 


The outlook for Army legislation of any kind is 
becoming worse as the end of the session approaches, 
and it is not now believed by the most earnest friends 
of the Army in Congress that they will be able to get 
anything through. The Senate Committee did a little 
work this week in the way of disposing of private bills, 
but Chairman Outhwaite was unable to get a quo- 
rum of the House Committee, and no meeting was held. 
Mr. Outhwaite has given up hope of doing anything 
more than disposing of a few private bills and other 
minor matters before the end of the session, and 
said this week that it was useless to think of doing 
more in the short time remaining of the present Con- 
“yess, 

The Board of Ordnance and Fortifications has again 
violated the act of Oct. 1, 1890, according to the con- 
struction of that law made by the Signal Corps. At 
its meeting in Washington on last Wednesday it made 
aun allotment of $1,750 for the establishment of a tele- 
phone cable line between Fort Wadsworth and Fort 
Hamilton, in New York harbor. This cable is to be 
used, if the purpose of the board is carried out, in 
connection with range finders. The Chief Signal Offi- 
cer has before taken exception to the action of the 
board in laying a cable between the two posts men- 
tioned. 


A competitive test of heavy rapid-fire guns will soon 
begin at the Sandy Hook Proving Grounds. The tests 
are 4.7 ins. in caliber and fire a projectile weighing 45 
lbs. There will be five guns in the competition, the Canct, 
Hotehkiss, Armstrong, Gruson and Driggs-Schroeder. 
The latter gun is now building at the Washington Navy 
Yard. It was only entered in the test on Tueslay last, 


when Mr. Driggs appeared before the Board of Ord.aance . 


and Fortifications, and announced the intention of his com- 
pany to enter a gun. 


A dispatch from Niagara-on-the-Lake, Ontario, Can- 
ada, reports the drowning near there, on the night of 
Jan. 10, of three soldiers of the 13th U. 8S. Inf., from 
fort Niagara. Their boat became fast in the moving 
ice, a wave struck and upset it. The soldiers succeeded in 
climbing on the bottom of the boat and called for help to 
the crowd of spectators who lined the beach, unable to do 
anything to assist them. After clinging tu the boat for 
an hour tne soldiers one by one dropped off and were lost. 


Proposals for the new torpedo boats will be ‘ssued by 
the Navy Department within the next few dys. ‘lhe 
bids will be opened at the Navy Department on Feb, 19 
and the proposa’s prescribe that they shall be within a 
limit of $150,000. In view of the large number of re- 
quests which have come in for plans of the new boats, it 
is believed that the bids will be exceptionally low and 
that the Government will place the contracts a~ a low 
figure. 

Rear-Admiral Meade asked the Department, during the 
past week, to give him the Marblehead, instead of the 
Atlanta. The Department refused, stating that the 
former vessel was needed for duty on the European sta- 


tion.

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FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS—THIRD SESSION. 

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs has reported 
favorably upon the bill to advance Lieut.-Col. John L. 
Broome, U. 8. M. C., retired, to be a Colonel on the re- 
tired list, with an amendment striking out the provision 
dating the promotion back to the date of his retirement, 
March 8, 1888. The Committee has also reported favor- 
ably the bill giving John G. Rose the rating of a mas- 
ter’s mate in the Navy. 

The Senate Committee on Appropriations agreed upon 
the Army Appropriation bill on Wednesday. The only 
amendments of importance were the striking out of the 
appropriation of $100,000 for the improvement of the 
post at the Columbus (O.) Barracks, and the change of 
the provision in regard to the retained pay of enlisted 
men so as to continue the retention of $1 per month. 

The conferees on the Military Academy Appropriation 
bill have agreed upon their report to the two houses of 
Congress. ‘The provisions in regard to the pay of the en- 
listed men stationed at the pn met which were stricken 
out by the Senate are restored, with a proviso that 
nothing therein contained shall be construed as authoriz- 
ing an increase of the Army. The verbal amendments 
made by the Senate are concurred in, as are also the fol- 
lowing items inserted by the Senate: 

Repairs to cadet guard house: For painting exterior and 
interior walls and woodwork, and for kals»mining ceil- 
ings throughout, $275; for macadamizing picket line at 
cavalry stables, $560; for repairs aud improvements to 
Quartermaster’s stable and barn, inclwling concrete floor, 
new stall partitions, new mangers and feed boxes, and 
new flooring for granary, $1,500. 

The Senate appropriation of £2,629 for an operating 
room in the cadet hospital is stricken out. 

The bill carries a total appropriation of $464,261.66, 
against $461,926.66 in the bill as it passed the House, 
and $420,057.66 as it passed the Senate, and $406,535.08 
appropriated for the current fiscal year. The House 
adopted the report on Wednesday. 

The House Committee on Invalid Pensions has reported 
favorably the bill which has passed the Senate to pen- 
sion Maj.-Gen. John A. McClernand at the rate of $100 
per month; the bill which has passed the Senate to in- 
crease the pension of Mrs. Mary Doubleday, widow of 
Gen. Abner Doubleday, to $100 per month; the 
bill which has passed the Senate to increase the pen- 
sion of Mrs. Josephine P. Kelton, widow of 
Brigadier-General John C. Kelton, to $50 per month, 
and the bill to pension Gen. William H. Morris at the 
rate of $50 per month. 

The House on Tuesday adopted a resolution reported 
from the Committee on Rules directing that the Committee 
on Appropriations be directed to incorporate in the Sun- 
dry Civil Appropriation bill a provision transferring the 
military prison at Fort Leavenworth, Kan., from the 
control and jurisdiction of the War Department to the 
Department of Justice. This provision was stricken out 
of the Military Appropriation bill on a point of order 
and the adoption of this resolution will make its incor- 
poration in the Sundry Civil bill in order. 

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs has reported 
faverably the bill to confer upon the Superintendent of 
the United States Naval Academy the power to convene 
general courts-martial. 

The House Committee on Pensions has reported favor- 
ably the bill to increase the pension of Mrs. Eunice Ida 
Rhoades, widow of the late Lieut.-Comdr. William W. 
Rhoades, U. S. N., to $50 per month.

Secretary of War, in his discretion, shall decide to be rea- 
sonable, useful, necessary and proper for such officer or 
soldier while in quarters engaged in the public service in 
the line of duty: And provided further, That all®claims now 
existing shall be presented within two years and not after 
from the passage of this Act; and all such claims hereafter 
arising be presented within two years from the occurrence 
of the loss or destruction.”’ 

H. R. 8406—Mr. Geissenhainer.—Appropriates $10,000 for the 
purchase of additional lands for the use of the Navy Yard, 
Washington, D. C., and to extend the limits of said yard. 
Mr. Butler introduced a similar bill in the Senate. 


THE TRUTH WELL SPOKEN. 


Naval Constructor Theodore D. Wilson is in receipt of 
the letter which follows, and which speaks for itself. 
Tracy, Boardman & Platt, 35 Wall St,. 
New_York, Dec. 24, 1894. 
Naval Constructor Theodore D, Wilson, U. S. N.: 
Dear Sir: I have to acknowledge the receipt of your 
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letter of the 30th ult., asking me my opinion as to a pro- 
posed bill to place you upon the retired list under the 
same conditions as if you had retired from the Bureau 
of Construction, from which you resigned on account of 
illness in 1893, which bill, as I understand, has the ap- 
proval of the Navy Department. 

In reply I would say that I should regard the passage 
of such a bill as a well-deserved recognition of the ser- 
vices which you have rendered to the Navy and to the 
country. 

When the Navy was reorganized in Washington's ad- 
ministration, the work done by the Department of Con- 
struction was of such a character as to give the United 
States the reputation, which it long maintained, of hav- 
ing in its Navy the best vessels of their class in the 
world, and the name of Humphreys, the Naval Con- 
structor under whose designs and directions the Consti- 
tution and other early frigates were built, has always 
held a place by itself in our Naval history. 

In the period following the civil war this country lost 
completely all the prestige which it had formerly pos- 
sessed in reference to the character of its naval vessels, 
The change in the materials and manner of construction 
which took place at this period, as well as in all the de- 
tails of a ship’s equipment, were such as to make the work 
of Naval reconstruction, upon which the Department en- 
tered in 1882, an exceedingly difficult and doubtful ex- 
periment. No steel ships had been built in this country, 
and our Department of Construction was almost wholly 
destitute of any experience in the construction even of 
vessels of iron. There was, however, a strong feeling in 
Congress that the work, however difficult and doubtful 
in its results, should be attempted, and it fell to you to 
be the Chief Constructor of the Navy when the work was 
undertaken, and to remain in that responsible and diffi- 
cult position for more than ten years thereafter. 

The construction and development of the new Navy 
during this period is absolutely without parallel in the 
history of this or any other country. That, in the course 
of the work which involved the creation of a modern 
steel fleet of battleships and cruisers of the highest class 
out of nothing, in the space of ten years, some mistakes 
have been made, is probably true. Such a work, start- 
ing from such conditions, could not be accomplished with- 
out it; but I think it is safe to say that noe other country 
in the world, even those having most experience in naval 
matters, have even remotely upproximated to such a 
result with such a small percentage of errors; and, taken 
as a whole, the result represents one of the most ex- 
traordinary achievements of mechanical science, in the 
time consumed, in the character of the designs, in the 
quality of the workmanship, and in the efficiency of the 

nished product, that this or any other country has ever 
witnessed. It has restored completely the reputation of 
Americans as the foremost naval architects of the world, 
and the fact must be recognized that the problems to be 
solved and the difficulties to be overcome in the restora- 
tion were infinitely more arduous and grave than those 
which any American constructors had ever been called 
upon to meet before. With this great work you had the 
gzool fortune to be associated as the Chief Constructor of 
the Navy from the beginning, and it seems to me that 
the recompense which the passage of this bill would give 
you is a very moderate return for the long, responsible, 
and difficult service which you have rendered.

When the casket conta‘n‘ng 
the remains, enfolded by the Amer‘can flag and graced by 
floral designs, was taken from the car it was borne by 
the active pallbearers to the eca‘sson in waiting, the fun- 
eral party took carriages, and the cortege proceeded to 
Arlington Cemetery, across the river, in Virginia. At 
the Virginia end of the bridge the cortege was met by 
four troops of cavalry from Fort Myer, Captain Randall 
in command, who escorted the body thence to the grave, 
where it was received by the mftitary band, rendering a 
dirge. Rev. Dr. Gibson. of the Ep'scopal Church, ree ted 
the burial service: the firing party gave the usual salute 
of three volleys, the bugler sounded “taps,” and the im- 
pressive ceremony was over. Among the floral pieces con- 
tributed was a very beautiful one representing the in- 

-Signia of the Inspector General’s Department. The sword 
and fasces were of immortelles tied in the center with 
hine ribbon, the wreath was of ivy leaves, and the motto 
“Droit et avant” was set in letters of purple immorte!les 
upon a groundwork of white carnations, Gen. J. C. 
Breckinridge, Inspector General, has issued an order an- 
nouncing the death of Colonel Heyl, and reciting his 
many valuable and distinguished services. 


THE INSPECTION OF THE SAN FRANCISCO. 

Taking into consideration the facts that the. ship had 
been out of the Navy Yard but four days, and that 150 
men had just been received on board, the San Francisco 
passed a very creditable inspection. The installation of 
the torpedo outfit was completed late on the evening of 
Jan. 3, and on the morning of the 4th, the Board of In- 
spection, consisting of Commodore T. O. Selfridge, Capt. 
I’. M. Bunce, Lieut.-Comdr, S. Schroeder, Chief Engineer 
R. W. Milligan, Medical Inspector W. K. Van Reypen, 
Naval Constructor W. H. Varney, Maj. G. C. Reid, U. 
S. M. C., and Lieut. S. A. Stanton, were on board. ‘The 
bags and hammocks of the crew were first inspected for 
the purpose of ascertaining if the men had complete out- 
fits of the proper uniforms, and if everything was prop- 
erly marked, according to the regulation for marking 
clothes, Commodore Selfridge and Captain Bunce making 
this inspection. In the absence of Captain Bradford, 
Lieut.-Comdr, Schroeder inspected below; a thorough in- 
spection being made of the store rooms and holds, After 
this inspection was finished the ship was cleared for nc- 
tion, but thirty minutes being required to accompl'sh this, 
and a thorongh inspection was made on deck and below 
by the entire Board. After this inspection was finished 
the call to general quarters was sounded, and the crew 
was exercised at great guns, a three-minute ammunition 
test being made. The time necessary to elevate and 
train the guns was also taken. the time for the 6-inch 
broadside gun (are of train 15714°) being from level to 
extreme depression, four seconds; extreme depression to 


eXtreme elevation, fourteen seconds; extreme elevation to 
extreme depression, ten seconds; extreme train forward 
to extreme train aft, forty seconds. The crew was thew 
equipped in heavy marching order and paraded as a bat- 
talion, after which divisional drill was held, The drain- 
age, electric, and ventilation systems were then inspected. 
In the evening Lieut.-Comdr. Schroeder tested the sig- 
nai apparatus and the searchlights. 

On the morning of the 5th the crew was exercised at 
man overboard, signals, and artillery. In the afternoon 
the berth of the ship was shifted over near Jamestown 
in order to test the torpedoes. Two torpedoes were 
launched successfully, one from the port forward tube 
and one from the port after tube. he torpedoes were 
tested at their maximum speed, the run being about 
five hundred yards. The deviations at the ends of the 
runs were, for the one from the forward tube, six de- 
grees, and the one from the after tube, ten degrees. 

During the test of the torpedoes all boats were equipped 
for arm and away, and then the crew was exercised at 
abandon ship, the boats’ freeboard being measured with 
all stores in, the full allowance of men, after which the 
crew was exercised at collision drill and fire quarters, 
thorough inspections being made at each of these exer- 
cies, 


MR. CRAMP EXPLAINS. 


The following self-explanatory letter has been written 
by Mr. Charles H. Cramp. under date of Dee, 21, to the 
editor of the New York “Times”: 


Sir: It affords me pleasure to respond to your request 
of the 18th inst. for an “expression of opinion as to the prob- 
able effect on the American shipbuilding Industry of a bill 
granting free admission to foreign-built ships and the mate- 
rials of shipbuilding.” 

At the outset, I call your attention to the fact that “the 
materials of shipbuilding” are already free, so far as vessels 
for the foreign trade are concerned, by virtue of section 7 of 
the existing law. Hence, that branch of your inquiry may 
be dismissed at once with the remark that In the constrne- 
tion of the largest two ships ever built in America, and with 
two exceptions the largest In the world, I did not find it ex- 
pedient to avail myself of the free material privilege. 

Turning now to the other and more important branch of 
your inguiry, I answer that the passage of such a law would 
destroy the American shipbuilding industry. 

Without tedious argument, IE will exhibit in tabular ferm 
why such would be the result. 

It will be Inferred from what I have already said that the 
question of materials cuts no figure worth considering. The 
whole question at issue is one of labor and wages, 

Last year T caused an exhaustive examination to be made 
of labor and wage conditions under which shipbuilding ts 
done in Great Britain for the purpose of comparing them 
with the labor and wage conditions existing here. 

This examination was made by an Englishman of no little 
prominence in the shipbuilding business, whose sources of 
information were authentic. 

On receipt of his report, [ took the conditions prevailing 
in Cramp’s shipyard as the American standard, with the 
following result in 21 leading trades:

If you will examine the recent report of Consul Under 
wood you will find that his tables of British rates are a 
little less than mine. This is due to the fact that I have 
given the highest rates in each trade when working fall 
time, while the consul makes a general average based upon 
wages actually paid for time actually worked. 

Now, when I say that a free ship law must destroy Amer- 
ican shipbuilding, I offer the facts iu the above table as the 
reason why, and until some free ship advocate can demon 
strate that equal competition is possible under such disparity 
of labor conditions, or can suggest some way of lowering 
American wage rates to the British standard, I shall main- 
tain my assertion. 

I say that competition is not possible under such condl- 
tions, and I leave that branch of the subject there. 

Now comes the question: “Is the existence of a shipbuild- 
ing industry in the country desirable or not?” 

If it is not desirable it may as well be destroyed, and ar- 
gument ends. 

But if it is desirable then any law that would destroy it 
must be unwise and unpatriotic. 

I believe the existence of a shipbuilding industry is de- 
sirable as an element of national independence alone. 

The North could not have mintained the blockade of the 
Southern coast, which throttled the rebellion, had there 
been no private shipyards in the Northern States or had 
the Union been compelled to buy its ships in England. 

A more recent and still more pointed instance ts the ex- 
perience of the Chinese Navy in the present war. 

Their navy was composed of ships built in Europe. Hav- 
ing no shinbnilding industry of their own they were pow- 
erless to repair dymaged vessels. 

The resnit was that whenever one of their ships was crip- 
pled at all it was placed hors de combat for the rest of the 
war. In fact. any crippled ship might as well have been 
sunk at once as fir as any further service was concerned. 

The Jananese had in recent years develoned shipbeiiding, 
and thonch it was as yet on a small seale, it still sufficed to 
keep their ships in serviceable condition and that fact far 
more than compensated for the inferiority of their navy in 
numbers and power of vessels. 

In a word, the lack of a shinbullding indvstry in Ch'na 
made her navy useless, irrespective of any other conditions. 

There is another aspect of the subject which no one has 
touched upon as yet. That is the fact that the constant 
presence of a free ship bill on the calendars of Congress 
is almost as destrnetive to American shipbuilding as the 
passage of one wonld be. 

Fvery Congress for 20 years has had a free ship bill. 

This fact onerating as a menace has continnously cripyied 
American shipbuilding, because no one would order shi 
built for the foreign trade when a radical change In the 
conditions of shin-owning was threatened. 

I think thet this is one of the obiects of the British com- 
hinations which sustain the free ship movement so pertina- 
clonsly. 

Of course they wonld prefer to poss the bill, But, falling 
In that, they have done from Congress to Congress, as the 
next best thing for their interests Is to keen a free ship bill 
on the calendar as a constant threat or nernetn®! menace, 

Suppose any other industry or crovn of Industries were con- 
stantiv, for over 20 vear, threatened with destrnetive 
lation? How long conld they last, ard who could be found te 
invest canital in them? 

In conclusion, T reneat that a free ship law wonld destror 
American shipbullding. 

I then ask whether such destruction ts or Is not desirable 
from a national point of view? 

A rational answer to this Inquiry will exhaust the subtect.

DECISIONS BY THE ASSISTANT COMPTROLLER. 


Assistant Comptroller Mansur has made a decision in_ the 
matter of the claim made by Asst. Naval Constructor Rob- 
ert Stocker, U. S. N. Asst. Naval Constructor Stocker, un- 
@er orders of the Secretary, made two trips from Newport 
News, Va.. where he was stationed, to Norfolk, Va., and re- 
4urned via Gld Point Comfort and claimed mileage r 68 
miles. The Assistant Comptroller decided that Asst. Naval 
f‘onstructor Stocker should be paid. 

Assistant Comptroller Mansur has allowed the claims 
made by Lieut.-Col. Henry M. Roberts, Engineer Corps, U. 
S. A., for $222.24, disallowed by the late Second Comptroller, 
holding that, “An officer directed to take station at a desig- 
mated place for duty on fortifications or any work of internal 
improvements shall receive his travel pay from the specific 
*ppropriation for mileage to officers both going and recurning 
ing to the place of duty; other travel to be paid for from 
ihe appropriation for the specific work he is engaged on.” 

The Assistant Comptroller has disallowed the travel claims 
of Lieut. George A. Zinn and Col, C, B. Comstock, Engineer 
Corps, on duty in connection with the Mississippi River 
“ommission. These officers were directed to leave Missis- 
sippi on Nov. 8, 1894, and proceed down the river on river 
and harbor work connected with the commission and return 
to their station at St. Louis. In all, Lieutenant Zinn pre- 
sented a voucher of 1,844 miles, 1,144 of which was made 
mboard a U. S. steamer, and for which he claimed four cents 
nm mile. The same claim was made by Colonel Comstock. 

Mr. Mansur, Dec. 2, made a decision in the matter of the 
commutation of rations to the marine guard at the Port 
Royal naval stations and the Naval Home at Philadelphia. 

The Assistant Comptroller states that a practice of com- 
muting rations at the contract price has grown up, sanc- 
tioned by the late Second Comptroller, since the issuance of G. 
©. ST of 1891. In his opinion there can be no doubt that 
none but a soldier stationed in a town or city is entitled to 
have his rations commuted. He holds that as the Naval 
Home at Philadelphia is a shore duty, the marines stationed 
there are entitled to the same rations or commutation as now 
are or may hereafter be allow enlisted men of the Army. 
If the Secretary desires, he decides to commute the rations 
of the detachment of marines at the Naval Home, he may 
do so at 24% cents per man per day, the contract price for 
rations at League Island. The men are in the Service, he 
concludes, and the Government is bound to subsist them at 
whatever cost, keeping in mind the act of 1891. The Quar- 
termaster of the Marine Corps should be instructed to at 
once discontinue the payment of 40 cents per day to the 
marines at the Port Royal station, and arrange for supplyina 
the men with rations: The enlisted men of the Navy com- 
mute their rations at Port Royal at 30 cents, and there is 
no complaint that they cannot supply their. mess on that 
sum.

ADMIRAL WALKER AND THE ADMINISTRA- 
TION. 


Minister Willis, the diplomatic representative of the 
United States at Honolulu, takes issue with Rear-Admiral 
Walker as to the efforts of the British to restore a mon- 
archy in Hawaii. His despatches containing his denial 
of any disposition on the part of England were trans- 
mitted to the Senate by the President on Wednesday 
last. One of the remarkable features of the whole cor- 
respondence was the President’s accompanying message 
and his letter of transmittal. The President took par- 
ticular care in his message to dwell upon the intelli- 
gence of Minister Willis, and in his letter of transmittal 
to say that the correspondence negatives “the existence 
on the part of Hawaii of any suspicion of British un- 
friendliness or the fear of British aggression.” All of 
this is taken by the friends of Rear-Admiral Walker as 
a direct reflection upon him, although there is no mention 
of his name. The President has nothing whatever to say 
in transmitting the correspondence of Rear-Admiral 
Walker to the Senate. He did not speak of his “intelli- 
gence,” although when that officer was selected to com- 
mand the Pacific Station, the Chief Executive consid- 
ered him the man “fit for the place.” It is believed by 
the oflicer’s friends that the President, in speaking so 
highly of Minister Willis, intended to suggest a compari- 
son between Admral Walker and Minister Willis, and 
dwelt particularly upon the attainments of the 
atter. 

It is shown by the correspondence that the receipt of 
Rear-Admiral Walker’s despatch created et conster- 
nation among the administration officials. Minister Wil- 
lis’ reports had not furnished any such information as 
that contained in Rear-Admiral Walker’s communica- 
tions, and the Secretary of State therefore determined to 
find out why the State Department’s representative had 
been so derelict. He thereupon sent him the communi- 
cation, under date of Aug. 31, saying: 

“The apprehensions of the Admiral do not seem to 
have been shared by you sufliceintly to warrant your re- 
porting the petition for the retention of the Philadelphia, 
which was addressed to you as well as to the Naval Sem. 
mander, and it is trusted that your reported concurrence 
in that officer’s views will be found due to some misap- 
prehension.” 

Minister Willis, in his reply to this letter, under date 
of Honolulu, Sept. 29, @wys: 

After a lengthy statement, seriously reflecting upon 
the late British Minister and the commanding officer of 
hte Champion, and expressing such apprehensions touch- 
ing the political situation here as necessitated the deten- 
tion of the Philadelphia, the Admiral, in the eleventh 
paragraph, says: ‘Hefore reaching this conclusion (to 
postpone the Philadelphia’s departure) I consulted wi 
the United States Minister, whose views entirely coin- 
cided with my own.” Your despatch indicates that these 
words of the Admiral have been given a wider meanin 
than could have been intended by him. A brief recita 
of the facts may therefore be proper. 

On the 5th day of August I was informed by the 
Admiral that he would leave, with the Philadelphia, on 
the Sth. On the 6th the British Minister, Major Wode- 
house, having been succeeded by Mr. Hawes, made his 
farewell official visit to this Legation, during which he 
mentioned the fact that the Champion had intended to 
leave on that day, but some of the English residents had 
become nervous when they heard that the Philadelphia 
also was to leave, and, yielding to their request, the 
Champion would remain until the Hyacinth arrived. 
Upon the same morning I made a parting call to the 
officers of the Philadelphia, when the Admiral told me 
that several citizens had expressed their regret at the 
departure of the Philadelphia before the arrival of the 
Charleston, which vessel was daily expected... He also 
expressed some surprise at the change of plans of the 
Champion. In view of these facts he asked my opinion 
in regard to the detention of the Philadelphia. I replied 
that as the steamer Australia was due here Aug. 11, 8 
a. m., which would probably bring correct advices as to 
the Charleston’s movements, I saw no reason, if not in 
conflict with his orders (as to the nature of which I was 
not informed) why the Philadelphia should not wait until 
then. When the Australia arrived, I immediately noti- 
fied the Admiral that no news warranting his further 
stay had been received. He left the next morning. 

It is this conversation, and the unimportant result fol- 
lowing it with which the Admiral connects me. 

The statements as to the conduct and sentiments of 
the British Minister and Captain of the British cruiser, 
and especially as to their purpose to land troops for po- 
litical advantage, and the dangers resulting therefrom 
to American interests, I cannot confirm, either from per- 
sonal knowledge or reliable information. If called upon 
to express an opinion, I should be constrained to say 
that during the past six months, and especially since the 
proclamation of the republic, the presence or absence of 
British war vessels here onght to have been regarded 
with indifference by our government ,as it is now by this 
government.

Col. N. Fox, “Inspector of Gymnasia,” thinks he 
diseoyers “A Revolution in Military Locomotion,” in 
the rubber skate, and writes an article on the sub- 
ject for the London “United Service Magazine” in 
which he says: “From what I have seen of the 
rubber skate for common reads | think that we have 
here the best solution that has vet been found for the 
rapid movement of infantry. I have not yet had the 
opportunity of subjecting it to a crucial experiment as 
to durability. I entertain, however, no doubt that 
men with very little training in the use of the skate, 
and with the same amount of physical training as the 
infantry generally now could move over 
roads in good condition at three times the pace of or- 
dinary infantry moving over the roads. With- 
out any undue strain on the men they could pass over 
eight miles at least in the hour and keep it up for 
40 miles a day. For a forced march they could with 
light equipment do 50 miles in the day. Along 
very muddy, deep roads the skate clogs, and will not 
work. I have noticed alse that on perfectly smooth 
asphalt there is not sufficient grip for the skate. I 
cannot help thinking, however, that if some of our 
volunteer corps were to experiment with the skate 
they would find such advantages from it that its 
use would very soon spread.” Here is a hint for 
some of our enterprising National Guardsmen. Colonel 
Fox argues that so much time is lost in entraining 
and detraining that for short distances it is actually 
quicker to march by train than to move by rail. As 


to the cycles, they cannot go across country and 
they must be abandoned, “just as the ponies of the 
mounted infantry have to be also, before the actual 
fighting begins.”

In a recent quarterly return of naval courts martial 
in the British Navy, there were but 49 prisoners tried 


—a small number, considering the size of the British 
service. A most surprising fact, however, is that 16 
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The “Journal of the Royal United Service Insti- 
tution” for December, in its Naval and Military Notes, 
says: “Turning over. the back numbers of the ‘Jour- 
nal of the Military Service Institution’ (U.S.A), we 
have come upon an unusually able paper on the 
‘New Cavalry Drill,” by Lieut. W. H. Smith. Into 
details we need not enter, but some of the writer's 
comments show so distinctly where the shoe pinches, 
and reveal a state of affairs so strikingly identical 
with the condition of things that formerly obtained in 
India, and is yet by no means altogether eliminated 
in England, that we propose to quote at considerable 
length. It is also of special interest as showing how 
like causes—viz., the habit of moving in small detach- 
ments, in which small errors do not accumulate, and 
a disregard for the minutiae of the riding school in- 
lwérent apparently in the Anglo-American race—lead 
to the same results.” After quoting at length from 
Lieutenant Smith, the “Journal” says further: ‘The 
above quotations give about as complete a picture of 
the state of the American cavalry as one could wish 
to find, pointing out the precise state of development 
they have reached, the causes of their inefficiency, 
and also the standpoint of the critic himself, whom 
I would gently remind that, though the difficulty of 
manoeuvring with the guides in the ranks is un- 
doubtedly greater than when they ride in front, yet 
where sound training of the recruits exists it is pos- 
sible for cavalry to fulfill the highest demands of ef- 
ficient manoeuvring, With not only guides but officers 
ind all in the ranks. The Austrians did it for years, 
ind attained the very highest standard, and though 
they now have gone in for the Germaa system, it is 
principally because with the short service system in- 
troduced since 18606 greater efficiency is attained in a 
shorter time.” 


There is a growing public sentiment in England that 
the government should set an example to private firms 
by employing old soldiers wherever and whenever pos- 
sible. To our own government we commend the prop- 
osition, especially to the War Department, which has 
nany civilian positions in its gift which ought to be 
bestowed upon those who have rendered faithful and 
‘fiicient service in the Army and are yet active and 
‘comparatively young. The Secretary of War and 
the Major-General Commanding the Army might ef- 
fect much good in this direction. 


If stenography and typewriting were taught at our 
post schools it would, suggests a correspondent, be a 
step in the right direction, as both accomplishments, 
especially the former, would be extremely useful in 
times of active service. The question is a practical 
one, and in these days, when our post schools are at- 
tempting so much that is impracticable, seems worthy 
of consideration.

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NAPOLEON AND WELLINGTON. 

Robert C. Winthrop, in his privately-printed *‘“Rem- 
iniscences of Foreign Travel,” quoted in the “Atlantic 
Monthly” for Janu ury, 1894, says of a visit to Rogers, 
the poet: “Rogers ended by telling me what I could but 
have imagined before, that the Duke (of Wellington) 
never saw Napoleon Bonaparte. He must have 
brought the focus of his field glass to bear upon him 
in looking at some group at Waterloo, but he never 
consciously saw the Emperor.” This information was 
obtained from the Duke, who was accustomed fre- 
quently to dine familiarly with Rogers. The poet 
informed Mr. Winthrop that when he was dining in 
company with the English hero, the Duke said: “ ‘I 
wonder why it is that nobody ever invites me to 
dine on Sundays. get three or four invitations for 
every other day in the week, but on Sunday, after 
going to church” (for the Duke was a regular attend- 
ant on public worship) “I have only a late lonely 
dipner at home, and a desolate evening.” Upon this 
hint Rogers invited the Duke to a Sunday dinner 
which was followed by many others.

‘I never was a believer in him,” said Wellington 
further, “and I always thought that in the long run 
we should overturn him. He never seemed himself 
at his ease, and even in the boldest things he did 
there was always a mixture of apprehension and 
uneasiness. I used to call him Jonathan Wild the 
Great, and at each new coup he made I used to cry 
out, ‘Well done, Jonathan!’ to the great scandal of 
some of my hetrers. But, the truth was, he had no 
more care about what was right or wrong, just or 
unjust, honorable or dishonorable, than Jonathan, 
though his great abilities, and the great stakes he 
played for, threw the knavery into the shade.” 

Such was Wellington’s opinion of his great rival, as 
recorded by Croker in this report of familiar conver- 
sations with the Iron Duke, appearing in “The 
C. ker Papers.” It accords in general with the view 
of Napoleon presented by Professor -Sloane in the 
“Century Magazine.” 

Prof. Sloane says of Bonaparte at the outset of his 


career: “It is Senenatiie to conceive of a lot more 
pitiful or a fate more obdurate than his had so far 
been. There was little hereditary morality in his 
nature, and none had been inculcated in his training; 
he had no vital piety nor even sincere superstition. 
A butt and an outcast at a French school under the 
old regime, he had imbibed a bitter hatred for the 
land” (France) “indelibly associated with such haughty 
privileges for the rich and such contemptuous dis- 
dain for the poor. He had not even the consolation of 
having received an education. What he had learned 
came from inborn capacity, from desultory reading 
and from the untutored imaginings of his garden at 
Brienne, his cave at Ajaccio, or his barrack chambers. 
He was likewise without a profession, for he had 
neglected that of a soldier, and had failed both as an 
author and a politician. He was apparently, too, with- 
out a guiding principle; the world had been a harsh 
stepmother, at whose knees he had neither learned the 
truth nor experienced kindness.” 

That Napoleon had a better side to his nature, as 
men all have, is apparent from the more agreeable por- 
trait drawn of him by some of those most intimate 
with him in his daily life later on. Sir John Sinclair, 
in his “Correspondence,” published 64 years ago, tells 
the story of the agreeable manner in which his son, 
16 years old, was received by Napoleon, when he was 
brought before him as a prisoner, having been found 
within his lines, Oct. 14, 1806, during his campaign 
against Prussia. The Emperor’s keen discernment 
showed him that he had before him a simple English 
lad of the better class, and he treated him accordingly. 
An aide, who examined the young man’s papers, said: 
“These letters are of no consequence, and quite of a 
private nature; for instance, here is one from Mr. 
Sinclair's father, in which, after reminding him of the 
attention he paid to the Greek and Latin languages, 
in England, he expressed a hope that the same atten- 
tion will be bestowed upon the acquisition of the 
French and German abroad.” Young Sinclair, in the 
story of his adventures, adds: “Napoleon’s features 
here relaxed into a smile, and I never ean forget the 
kindness with which he eyed me, whilst he said: ‘Vous 
avez donc appris le Grec et le Latin; quels auteurs avez- 
vous lu? Nota little surprised at this unexpected ques- 
tion, I mentioned Homer, Thucydides, Cicero and 
Horace; upon which he replied, ‘C'est bien, c’est fort 
bien.” The expression of his counteniunce remains [n- 
delibly present to my mind; it was at that time thin 
and sallow; but every feature beamed with intelli- 
gence. I was more particularly struck with the pen- 
etrating glance of his eye, which seemed to anticipate 
the answer to every question, by reading it intuitively 
in the soul.” 

The whole of Mr. Sinclair's narrative is very inter- 
esting, showing, as he does, the skill with which Na- 
poleon cross-examined him, so as to extract from him 
all possible information concerning the position and 
strength of the enemy through whose territory he had 
just passed. “Every person likely to furnish useful 
intelligence was examined by the Emperor himself.” 
Mr. Sinclair says: “On my mentioning that Jena was 
the next place at which we stopped, Napoleon did not 
immediately discover its exact situation on the map. I 
therefore had the honor to point to it with my finger, 
and show him the place at which he so soon afterwards 
achieved so brilliant and decisive a victory. He in- 
quired who commanded at Jena; what was the state 
of the town—whether I kuew any particulars about 
the garrison, ete.; and then made similar inquiries 
with regard to Glerna and the intervening road.” 


DISCIPLINE AT THE NAVAL ACADEMY, 

Apropos of the bill now before Congress concerning 
general courts martial of Naval cadets, a great deal 
might be said. As matters now stand the approval 
or disapproval of the Superintendent of the Naval 
Academy of the findings of a court seems to be a 
mere farce. The bill does not help things at all. What 
is wanted is a bill that will make the decision of the 
Superintendent practically final and ovt of the reach 
of meddling and partial politicians, who know nothing 
whatever about the Naval Academy, its regulations, 
and its standards, and the conditions which exist 
there. 

The question is a serious one, and ought to be 
brought to the attention of Congress. A cadet com- 
mits an offence which is.a direct violation of the Acad- 
emy regulations—often an unpardonable one from any 
point of view. He is tried by a court martial of of- 
ficers, given every chance to defend himself, and found 
guilty. The Superintendent—ande we speak from per- 
sonal knowledge of Superintendents, past and. pres- 
ent, who have all been painstaking and conscien- 
tious officers to a marked degree—sifts the affair from 
top to bottom. He sends for the cadet and hears pa- 
tiently his side of the story, and he reaches his de- 
cision only after a deliberation which is mature in the 
extreme. He has had evéry opportunity to judge, and 
to judge fairly; he is furthermore in a position to 


know all the details of the case, and his determination, 
whatever it may be, is for the good of the service. ws 
one is better qualified to make a decision. 

In the mean time, the cadet has been busy writing to 
his Congressman and making all sorts of pathetic ap.. 
peals to his friendship and even to his humanity. He 
shows how unfair his trial has been, how biased the 
Superintendent, and how small the offence, if com- 
mitted. And the Congressman? 

The Congres#man cries “Shaine!” and swears that 
the whole system at the Academy is wrong, or sub- 
verted. And the son of his old friend, or the son of 
his old friend’s friend, or any young man that comes 
from his State is going to have fair play if he cap 
do anything. And he gets his pull together, full of 
righteous wrath and indignation against the Superin- 
tendent in particular and the Navy in general, to 
frighten Naval Justice out of her boots, or more 
out of her sandals. And, nine times out 
of ten, they do it. No wonder the Superip- 
tendent. who has lain awake nights and can count 
his gray hairs by just such cases, is d'sgusted. No 
wonder he is disheartened and thinks with abhorrence 
on what the Service is coming to! 

It is safe to say that at least two cases of the kind 
eccur annually.

No graduate of 
West Point or Annapolis, unless he had turned false 
to his training and traditions, would be likely to prosti- 
tute his position or betray his trust. Why not try one 
of that sort, Mayor Strong?”

Under the title of “Major George Croghan, a Youth- 
ful Hero of the War of 1812,” the “American Histor- 
ical Register” gives some account of this friend of 
General Jackson, concerning whom inquiry was re- 
cently made in the Army and Navy Journal, It appears 
that the defence of the post of Lower Sandusky. 
which secured for Croghan, in the opinion of General 
Jackson, the right to drink unlimited whisky for the 
rest of his natural life, occurred on the 1st of August, 
1815, when the British and Indians undertook to 
carry the place by storm. With the loss of one killed 
and seven slightly wounded, Major Croghan succeeded 
in repulsing the attack, and inflicting upon the enemy 
a loss of 200 in killed, wounded and prisoners. The 
uttack appears to have been a vigorous one, for. 50 of 
the main column rushed into the ditch and under the 
picketing, and were all, save one or two, either killed 
or wounded. In a letter to the Secretary of War. 
dated “Headquarters Senecatom, Aug. 14, 1813, Gen 
eral Harrison said: “It will not be among the least of 
General Proctor’s mortifications to find that he has 
been baffled by a youth who has just passed his 
twenty-first year. He is, however, a hero worthy of 
his gallant uncle, General George Rogers Clarke.” 


Instructions have been sent to Read-Admiral Beards- 
lee, commanding the Pacific Station, by Secretary Her- 
bert, directing him to send the vessels of his com- 
mand to sea as soon as they can be made ready.

Naval Items. 

The old Portsmouth has seen her last service. She will 
be shortly dismantled of her guns, and in all probability 
turned over to the Connecticut Naval Militia. She is now 
at Newport. 

During the month of December 504 tons of shipbuilding 
steel were shipped to Cramps’ shipyard and to Newport 
News for the lowa and Brooklyn, at the former estab- 
lishment and the three gunboats at the latter. 

The Navy Department has sent an estimate of $8,000 
to Congress for repairs to the old frigate Constitution, 
and the Secretary has urged upon that body the advis- 
ability of bringing her to Washington, as a show ship. 

The Pilot Chart of the North Atlantic for January has 
been issued this week. December has been marked by 
the severest gates, so far, of the winter. ‘wo storms 
swept over the British Isles, one on the 22d and the 
other on the 28th. The chart is as comprehensive as 
usual, 

Orders have been issued by the Navy Department 
directing that all wheel men on board ships remove the 
grommets from their caps when taking their trick at the 
wheel. It has been found that the grommets become mag- 
netized and affect the needle of the compass. The trouble 
was first discovered on board the U. S. S. San Francisco. 

The Mohican has been ordered to the relief of the 
Monterey, which has been conducting coal tests for some 
time past. It has been found that the Monterey’s boilers 
were not suitable for this work, although what she has 
done ‘thas been of a very satisfactory character. The 
Mchican will continue with the work until all the 
samples submitted have had a fair trial. 

Brigadier-General Flagler, Chief of the Bureau ot UOrd- 
nuance, War Department, has awarded contracts for the 
construction of four Buftiington-Crozier gun carriages to 
the Bethiehem Company; four to the Pond Co., and two 
to the Cramps. No other contracts for the building of 
these carriages will be let under the present appropria- 
tion, 

Specitications for the proposed submarine boat are be- 
ing written, and the next few days will probably see them 
ready for the Secretary's signature. ” i i

The work is being 
dene by Comdr. Charles Sperry, on duty in the Ord- 
nance Bureau. Comdr. Sperry has been struggling with 
this question ever since the matter was first seriously 
considered by the Department. 

Before her departure for the West Indies it is the 
intention of the Navy Department to have the cruiser 
Cincinnati in full fighting trim. Orders have been issued 
hy the Department directing that a cellulose belt be 
packed around the sides of the vessel. It is expected 
that at least fifteen tons of this material will be re- 
quired. The work will probably be finished by the 15th 
of the month, and.she will then sail south. 

(‘omdr. Edwin S. Houston, commanding the gunboat 
Machias, now en route to the Asiatic station, has writ- 
ten a letter to the Navy Department, concerning the ad- 
visability of sending a naval constructor to sea with a new 
ship on its first voyage. He evidently has felt the need 
of such an officer, for he strongly recommends that in 
future this course be followed by the Department. 

The Russian Government, it is reported, has asked the 
Curnegie Steel Company to submit, in competition, a 10- 
inch plate, -. is understood that a number of European 
tirms have also been invited to enter the competition. 
Ordnance experts are lookng eagerly forward to the re- 
sults of the competiton, as they believe that they will 
prove the superiority of American armor over that manu- 
factured abroad. It is understood that the Carnegie 
Company is now building the plate for the competition. 

Plans for the New Orleans dry docks have been com- 
pleted, and the Navy Department is only waiting upon 
Congress for the funds before beginning the work of 
carrying them into effect. Considerable opposition to the 
construction of a dock at this city has developed in Con- 
gress, by reason of the influence brought to bear upon the 
members by residents of Key West, Fla., who are op- 
posed to the project, believing that the construction of a 
dock at New Orleans will ruin their chances of securing 
a similar structure in their vicinity. 

The Navy Department is directing att its energies to 
securing an appropriation from Congress to retain the 
present force of employes at the Navy yards. Unless Con- 
gress makes immediately available a sum for this pur- 
pose, a large number of discharges will follow. Already 
the force at the New York Navy Yard has been de- 
creased and similar action will probably be taken at Nor- 
folk and Mare Island. Assistant Secretary McAdoo says 
there is enough work on hand to keep the present force at 
work until the appropriation for the next fiscal year 
becomes available, or at least until Congress makes suffi- 
ciently plain its policy toward the Secretary's recommend- 
ation for an increase of the Navy. 

Secretary Herbert has issued an order in which he pro- 
mulgates the views of the Navy Department with regard 
to the responsibility of pilots on board Navy vessels. He 
siys: “The accident to the U. S. S. Cincinnati, upon the 
occasion of her striking ground on the eastern side of the 
shoals to the south and west of Execution Rocks Light- 
house, Long Island Sound, on the 16th day of November 
last, renders it expedient that the Department promulgate 
to the service its views with regard to the responsibility 
of pilots on board vessels of the Navy. A pilot is to 
be considered merely as an adviser to the commanding 
officer, and his presence on board a vessel shall not re- 
lieve the commanding officer of such vessel, or any of 
his subordinates, from ful responsibility for the proper 
performance of the duties with which they, or any of them, 
may be charged concerning the navigation of the vessels. 
H. A. Herbert, Secretary of the Navy.” 

The erniser Olympia will be turned over to the Govern- 
ment within a few days. Orders have heen issued by the 
Navy Department to her builders, the Union Tron Works, 
to transfer her to the representatives of the Government, 
at Mare Tsland. Tmmediately npon her receipt a board of 
officers will exomine her for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether the changes made in her construction, reeom- 
mended some t'me ago, have been satisfactorily made. 
She will then he placed in commission early in Feb- 
rnorv. The Department is now at work getting her crew 
tovether. Tt hos alrendy a nueclen;: of 100 men and ex- 
nects to have « sufficient number ready within the next 
few weeks. The detail of her officers has already been

The Navy Department has just issued orders to Captaip 
Terry, commanding the U. S. S. Newark, vo turn over tp 
the British naval force in the harbor of Montevideo threa 
deserters who stowed themselves away on his ship, and 
by this order closes an interesting international imcident, 
Just before the departure of the Newark from Capetown, 
a few months ago, where she had gone to be docked, 
she was boarded by three British soldiers, who had 
deserted from their flag and who stowed themselves 
between the decks of the ship, unknown to the officers, 
They were discovered after the ship had left Capetown 
far behind, and nothing could be done by Captain Terry 
until the arrival of his vessel at Rio. In the mean time, 
the British authorities at Capetown had wired their Govy- 
ernment and Ambassador Pauncefote at Washington was 
directed to make a protest. This was done and Captain 
Terry, through Secretary Herbert, was called upon for an 
explanation. He informed the Department that he knew 
nothing of the matter until the three men made their ap- 
pearance on deck, some days after the ship had left 
Capetown, and it was impossible to return them to that 
port. The explanation was satisfactory to the authorities 
and they then issued the orders directing him to turn 
the deserters over to the British force at Montevideo,

An Army Opinion of the Guard. 


The “Army Magazine” for December contains an article 
om the National Guard, by Lieut. E. F. Benton, U. 8. N.; 
one on “Football In the Army.” by Lieut. W. P. Burnham, 
U. 8S. A.; some “Army Sketches,” by Capt. H. R. Brinker- 
hoff, U. S. A.; “Reminiscences of Fort Laramle,’’ by Capt. 
D. Robinson, U. S. A..and “A Brief Investigation on Mill- 
tary Desertion’ (concluded), by Lieut. John P. Finley, 
U. 8. A. ; 

Lieutenant Benton, in his article on the National Guard, 
says: 

Let the sympathy of the people be more with the Na- 
tional Guard, and let the people be more free in expressing 
that sympathy and the Legislature more free in awarding 
them support, and no one will have any fault to find with 
the militia. Let us take, for example. those mohs which 
have already occurred and against which the militia acted. 
tn almost every case their hands have been tied as it were 
by those above them; ordered not to fire. subjected to show- 
ers of missiles and even shots. and kept away from their 
legitimate posts. This is a mistake; the National Guard are 
men who are natural soldiers. and the bravest class of our 
men ean be found among them. These men fully under- 
stand the effect of the trifling methods pursued by them 
against a mob. As a general rule, In these cases, a display 
‘of weakness or hesitation on the part of the troons, will 
proportionally angment the courage and violence of the mob. 
Rold and resolute action. when action is necessary, will in 
the end save much bloodshed and much destruction of prop- 
‘erty. Let it be remembered in the history of mobs that 
there was never one yet that was disnersed by the firing of 
blank cartridges. and there never will be one so dispersed. 
These trifling methods are equally unjust to the mob as well 
as the soldiers. ° 2 

In no ease has the National Gvard heen cowardly. It takes 
more courage for men to walk along the streets, silently and 
steadily, subjected to jeers and even scoffing. and some- 
times, even showers of missiles, when they have their uni- 
forms on and their guns in their hands. than it does to 
load and fire. The great question of the future as respects 
the National Guard. is the question of mob fiehting, or street 
fighting. and it is bv far too ttle stndled by many of the 
militia in some of the large cities. Every laree city shonld 
have its plans for defense complete, arranged beforehand for 
any emergency which may arise. 








Ohio Mivitia in War. 

tren. R. B. Cowen In a poner on the 300-days’ men of 1864 
read before Fred C. Jones Post. 491. G. A. R.. and published 
in the “Army Magazi:.e."* deserihes the organization of the 
Ohio State troops effected by him when A. G. of Ohio, in a 
bill which became a law in 1864. Tle says: ° 

“To organize and preserve intact the entire militia of 
rhe State. embracing not fewer than 300000 men, even had it 
been possible, wonld have heen not only Imnracticable, but 
wastefully extravagant. financlally, and without anv com- 
pensating advantage. In the new law, to obviate the em- 
barrassment oceasioned by the excess of numbers, the volun- 
teer system was adopted, but in order that those persons 
recognized as militin by the constitution, but net members 
of the Guard. should be made to contribyte to the support 
of the organized comnanies, the law recnired them to pay, 
annually, in lien of (er as a commntation of) military ser- 
vice, the sum of $4. In other words, the theory of the law 
was that all men of military age. who owed military ser- 
vice, should either fish or ent bait; either join a_comnany 
of the National Gnard or pay St a year for the benefit of 
these who did join.. From this source in 1864 was collected 
$520,000. a sum’ sufficient to meet all legal demands upon the 
furd and to tevve a handsome balance of $120 00, not one 
dollar of which was collected on the tax dun'teate. Thrs 
was the militin system of the new law made self-supporting, 
a feature which I respectfully commend to the lawmakers 
of to-day.” 

Smee Cowen deserihes the storm of protests against 
which he had to contend and the final result, when he had 
the prod satisfaction of telegranhing to the Secretary of 
War: “Thirty-eight thousand National Guard are in camp 
and ready for muster.” Farmers and other ovtdoor workers 
were In the midst of thelr spring work. but they left their 
plows, their quarries, their teams and their unfinished 
buildings: the merchant and the professional man left his 
store and his office, and the mechante his shon, with that 
unhesitating promntness which was characteristic of our 
putriotie people during the entire progress of the war, see- 
ing only the country’s Imminent peril and need of help, and 
proud of the recognition of their services linplied Ly the eall. 
No consideration of what they would lose bv going. or how 
much they conld make by staying at home, weighed a for ther 
with them. They saw only an imneriled country, and fett 
glad that they were deemed worthy to be enrolled among 

or defenders. 
“25 — then mayor of Cincinnati and the head of a 
large business house, offered to contribute $10.0 to the 
sanitary fund if his resienation could be accepted. This 
offer being dectined, he went home. arranged h's business, 
printed eecress the front of his nacking-honse in lorge let- 
ters: “Closed for 100 days.” and cheerfully went to the front. 

The service rendered was described by President TAnecotn 
in the certifiente he eaused to he given to each member of 
the Guard at the close of its service, “The term of service 
of their enlistment was shert.”’ he wrote. “but distinguished 
by memorable events In the Valley ef the Shenandoah. on 
the Peninsula: in the onerations of the James River. around 
Petersburg nnd Riehmond: in the battle of Monocacy; in the 
intrenehmenrts of Weshingten, and in other imnortant ser- 
viee. The National Guard of Ohto performed with alacrity 
the duty of p»triotie volunteers, for which thev are entitled, 
a)? gre hereby tendered, through the governor of their 
State, the national thanks.” 

The Gnard never claimed immunity from any service on ac- 
count of their greenness. More than half the regiments of 
the Guard were under the enemy's fire In,one or more en- 
gugemerts, and some of. them lost heavily in killed and 
v National Guard regiments eomnosed the grenter 
part of Gen. Lew Wallace's commond with which he fonght 
the battle of Monocacy, In July. 1864. This stubbern resist- 
ance for twelve hours by troops but 4 few weeks in the 
service and never befere under fire, to the fierce assault of 
three times their number of veterans, checked their advance. 
which General Grant sald in his report for that year saved 
Washington.” The 144th Regiment (Colonel Hunt. of Wran- 
dot) lost 5O men at the battle of Meneeney and 71 at Rerry- 
ville. The 149th (Colonel Brown. of Ross) lost 139 at Mono- 
eacy. It was of this regiment that General Tyler. the bri- 
gade commander, wrote in his official renort: “Tt seldom 
falls to the lot of veterans to be more severely tried than 
was the Ohlo National Guard at the stone bridge. and none 
ever carried out trying and hazardous orders better, or with 
more determ'ned spirit, than did the 149th and the men 
associated with It.””

The ist Battalion, Cos. C, D, EB, H and I, under command 
of Maj. George G. Cochran, held their first drill in the 
school of the battalion on Monday evening, Jan. 7, 1895. 
The battalion was equalized in six commands of twelve files. 
1st Lieut. John A. Anderson, of Co. C, acting as Adjutant. 
As a whole, the drill was far from being a success, too much 
time being wasted by the commanding officer in explaining 
movements which the company officers, if they are not, should 
be thoroughly familiar with. As has been noted before in 
reference to this regiment, the time during the company drill 
season that should have been devoted to company movements 
was spent in such instruction as should have been left to 
the squad—notably, the manual of arms by the numbers. 
Now that accurate company movements are necessary—for 
the individual os execute company movemerts in 
the school of the battalion—they are sadly deficient; but 
this is not said to the discredit of the company commanders, 
for they are acting under orders from the battalion com- 
manders, who define the instruction for the school of the 
company. During the drill considerable confusion ex.sced 
chiefly owing to the Captains not understanding the com- 
mands of the Major, who, while possessing considerable lung 
power, does not make his commands understood. The forma- 
tion was very slow, the intervals between companies being 
poorly observed. The companies, however, were sent back 
tv re-form. ‘The second formation was an improvement on 
the first, but was far from perfect. Considerable time had 
to be devoted to drilling the battalion in fours right and 
fours left before anything like an accurate line could be 
formed, which again showed the need of proper instruction 
in the school of the company. Whenever the fours wheeled 
into line the alignments were decidedly poor. During the 
second formation, when the line was correct, the effect was 
marred by the Captains not taking their proper distance 
in front of their companies, some being three paces nearly in 
front and some only one pace, but one or two having the 
proper two paces. 

The fronts into line were fair; some of the leading fours, 
however, forgot themselves for the moment, but quickly 
recovered and marched straight to the front. On right into 
line and on left into line from column of fours was very good, 
except the intervals not being properly kept in every case. 
On right into line of companies in columns of fours was 
very creditable, and so it should be. It is a very simple 
movement. Left front into line of companies in columns 
ef fours at close interval was not so good, the reguiar in- 
terval of eight paces not being uniform throughout the bat- 
talion. Right front into line from column of companies was 
fair, except the fifth company (Co. H) approached the line 
opposite where their right should rest, and the Capratn gave 
the command, Left front into line, double time, instead of 
moving towards the left of his place in line and changing 
direction to the right, and wheeling into line by fours left, 
left front into line from column of companies being much 
better; the fifth company in this instance being the second, 
they could not make a mistake, 

Marching in column of companies was very good, the align- 
ments very well kept; but marching in column of fours, the 
distance between fours and the intervals between companies 
were very poor. Several times the companies got mixed up 
by the bugle calls, they not thoroughly understanding them. 
They seem to understand the forward, halt, eoumn r.gnt. 
and cotumn left, and guide right and left, but that seems 
to be as far as their Knowledge goes. If the company officers 
are not thoroughly familiar with all the battalion movements, 
they should make all possible haste to acquire a full know!l- 
edge of them, for its does not tend toe elevate them in the 
eyes of their men if the battalion commander has to ex- 
plain simp:e movements on the drill floor in front of the 
battalion,

Maj.-Gen. C. A. McAlpin took his first review as adjutant- 
general on the evening of Jan. 4, when he reviewed the 22d 
Regiment at his armory, and he must have been particularly 
editied at the excellence of the display. Not alone in the 
ceremony of review d.d the regiment distingwsh itse.f. 
but in the working drill of the regiment that followed. A 
very large andience was present, among whom we notced 
Gen. Louis Fitzgerald, Lieutenant-Colonel Butt, 12th Regt.; 
Lieutenant-Colonel Rand, 9th Regt.; Colonel Appleton, Adju- 
tant Landon, Captain Nesbitt and Lieutenant Nesbitt, 7th 
Regiment; Capta.n Wilson, Lieutenant Flanagan, 2d But- 
tery; Lieutenant Engleman, 1st Battery, and others.

Major Bartlett was in com- 
mand of the Ist Battalion; Major Hart, of the 2d, and Cap- 
tain Demarest, of the 3d, and it was reported to Colonel 
Camp in perfect shape. In the passage round the lines Gen- 
eral McAlpin was accompanied by the following staff. all of 
whom belong to the Governor's staff: Brig.-Gens.

Sending one company of troops to quell the recent dis 

turbances in Brooks county was sending men into useless 
danger. Had the mob, which numbered about 300 armed 
ind determined men, been so disposed, they could have 
aptured and disarmed the small company sent to disperse 
hem; however it was not their purpose to resist the sol- 
liers, and as soon as it was known that the troops had ar- 
ived at Quitman, the mob dispersed of its own accord, and 
when Captain Caffee and his men arrived they could find 
no armed body in the vicinity. Had these men chosen to 
tight the one company sent to disperse them, the little hand- 
tul of soldiers would have had to have killed a number of 
ibem, and in all probability have lost several men them- 
selves. Either no troops at all should have been ordered 
out, or enough should have been sent for the mob to have 
seen that resistance was useless. But this article does not 
propose to deal with this side of the matter. 

Capt. L. W. Caffee, commanding Co. B, 4th Inf., stationed 
it Valdosta, received the order to assemble his men and be 
ready to proceed to the scene of the trouble about ten miles 
from Quitman, the nearest railroad station, at 8 p. m., Dec. 
“t, and a special train was held in readiness for transporta- 
tion... 

It was Christmas Eve and 12 of the men were out of town 
for the holidays; nevertheless in 30 minutes Captain Caffee 
had 28 men and one lieutenant in his armory, and in 15 
minutes more they were equipped for the field. Capt. J. M. 


Bass, Surg., G. V., was detailed to proceed with the com- 
pany and Captain Caffee invited Capt. R. A. Peeples, Adjt. 
4th Inf., to accompany him. At 12:3v, on the morning of the 
25th, the order came to move, when the company got aboard 
their train »t omce and arrived at Quitman, a distance of 40 
miles, at 3 a. m., where Sheriff Thrasher had teams ready to 
carry the men to the scene of the trouble; but the informa- 
tion the sheriff could give was meagre and unsatisfactory 
that Captain Caffee determined to inform himsef accurately 
before proceeding further; for if, as he was told, there was 
a mob of 300 armed and desperate men, it would have been 
folly to have tried to have dispersed them with 28 men, no 
matter how well drilled or disciplined they might be. Con- 
sequently Captain Caffee quartered his men at the hotel, 
and leaving them under the command of his first sergeant 
with instructions to permit no straggling or loaf.ag abouc the 
town, he and the officers with him put on citizens’ clothes, 
and, accompanied by the sheriff, drove to the seat of the 
trouble and over the entire vicinity, but could find no armed 
bodies or body of men in the neighborhood, and consequently 
did not deem it necessary to take the men out to the dis- 
turbed district.. Returning to Quitman, Captain Caffee tele- 
graphed the Governor of the condition of things, and was 
ordered to return home with his command, which he did, 
arriving at Valdosta at S p. m. Christmas Day. The men 
were marched to the armory and dismissed, having been un- 
der arms just 24 hours. 

Capt. J. MeP. Farr, commanding Co. F, 4th Inf., stationed 
at Waycross, received notice on the 24th that his command 
might be called on, but events showed no necessity for them 
and they received no orders.

Adjt.-Gen. W. H. Topping in his annual report for 1st 
apicunces the National Guard of North Dakota consists of 
one regiment of infantry, composed of eight companies, with 
headquarters at Jamestown, and-commanded by Col. Elliott 
S. Miller; one battalion of cavalry, composed of two troops, 
with headquarters at Dunseith, and commanded by Mayor 
William H. Makee; one battery of artillery, with beadquar- 
ters at Lisbon, and commanded by Capt. A. J. Hughes; one 
regimental band, in charge of Drum-Maj. C. W. McBride, 
with headquarters at Lisbon. 

The infantry are armed with Springtield rifles, caliber 
45, and the cavalry are armed with Springfield rifle car- 
bine, caliber 45, and are the same as used by the cavalry 
service of the U. 8S. Army. The battery is armed with two 
3-in. rifle cannon and one Gatling gun, caliber 45. The entire 
service of the North Dakota National Guard is under the 
command of Col. Elliott S. Miller. 

The command is fairly well armed and equipped and their 
clothing of the same style, pattern and color us that in use 
by the regular Army of the United States. 

It affords me very great pleasure to report tha: both officers 
and men of the entire command have conducted themselves in 
a soldierly manner. 

In closing his report General Topping says: “It is with 
very great pleasure that I have the honor to state that the 
National Guard has during the past two years been very 
fortunate in securing the services of competent officers of 
the U. 8S. Army, who were in attendance at the different en- 
campments, as inspectors and visitors, who have taken great 
interest in the Guard, but particularly so in tke officers that 
attended the encampment at Jamestown. To Capt. Wm. A. 
Shunk, of the 8th U. 8S. Cavalry, and Lieut. C. 8S. Farns- 
worth, of the 7th Infantry, U. 8. wr I wish especially to 
tender my sincere thanks, and also the thanks of the offi- 
cers and men of the command, for courtesies shown and 
for their zealous and painstaking manner in instruction and 
assistance rendered. I also wish to express my grateful 
thanks and cordial appreciation for the courtesy and uni- 
form kindness with which I have always been received, and 
the kindly treatment accorded to me in wy official inter- 
course with officers and men of the entire command, com- 
posed as it is of the best and brightest of the young men 
of the State; and, in concluding this my first biennial re- 
port, I can but hope that the State will take a deep interest 
in their welfare, and help them to develop and discipline 
their minds and bodies, and thus assist in creating and 
maintaining an active and an efficient militia organization 
among the young men of the State of North Dakota.” 


Pennsylvania. 

General Inspector of Rifle Practice H. Osthaus, in his an- 
nual report for 1894, says: 

it was my aim on assuming the duties of this department 
four years ago to leave it at the end of my term of office 
with the knowledge that every solder of the (Oom- 
monwealth had learned to use h's rifle with good effect. 
I am now happy to be able to report that the labors of the 
past four years have not been in vain, and that my aim has 
been substantially realized. In 1890 we had 4,549 qualified 
marksmen in the division, in 1894 the number has grown to 
8,475. The cavalry and infantry arms of the service have 
qualified as marksmen substantially their entire membership, 
but among the officers of the staffs of general officers and in 
the artillery and naval arms of the service there are still 
about 200 men who did not qualify as marksmen. Of course 
with these last named qualification as marksmen has not 
been so strongly insisted on, as the rifle is not their service 
arm. 

In the brave days of 30 years ago, with MeClellan and 
Hancock, Meade and Grant, the Pennsylvania Bucktails es- 
tablished the fame of Pennsylvania marksmen, and now 
again in these later days amid the summer scenes and peace- 
ful surroundings of Mt. Gretna and Sea Girt, our Guardsmen 
have proven the superior excellence of Pennsylvania riflemen. 
It has required tireless effort and the expenditure of much 
money to accomplish these results, but it is effort and money 
well expended if we have succeeded in bringing home to our- 
selves and to the people at large the conviction that every 
soldier of Pennsylvania can shoot to hit. The sharpshooters 
and marksmen are distributed as follows.

ton will hore Carefully consider the meaning of “gallant and 
meritcricus secrvice’’ than tne administration of Governor 
kiower did. Where an officer is worthy of a brevet com- 
m.ssion for gallant and meritorious service, the particuar 
gallant service should be spec.tied, as is done in sim.lar 
cases in the Army. No right-thinking man will wish to re- 
ceive recognition for services of which he cannot give full 
proof, Brevet coumissions in the National Guard of New 
1ork have become too cheap, aud a reform is needed, If 
the reckiess conferring of brevets continues, it will not be 
surprising to see ollicers who have been courtmartialled 
brevetted. ln one case ut leust an officer who tad proved 
himseif utterly incapable of commauding his regiment, was 
brevetted just before it was disbanded. He should have re- 
ceived the honor years ago, when it was deserved, not when 
he had grown incompetent. lt is hoped Governor Morton 
will, for the interest of the National Guard, think carefully 
before he issues any brevet commussion.
